That Gentleman addrefles Himlelf to the Englifh Free- 
bilder’, jak before a general Eletion of their Repreicn- 
tatives, in the following Manner. 

. Gentlemen, 

«© You are born to Liderty, and it is your Intereft 
© and Duty to preferve it. ‘he Conftitution you live 
© under is a mix’d Monarchy, where your Governors 
« have every Right to protect and defend you, end none 
to injure and opprefs you. You have a large Share 
«inthe Legéflature 5 you have the fole Power over your 
s own Purles; and you hive an undoub‘ed Right to 
*s call to. Account ard p.nifh the Inftruments of your 
** Oppreffion $ but it depends upon yourielves alone to
